Conditions of Government 
Aid Were Broken. 


Congressional Appropriations for the 
Fair Must Stand, 


Though the Illinois Corporation Vio- 
lated Its Trust. 


Liabilities of the Corporation a Matter 
for Further Consideration—Foreign 
Exhibitors Protected in the 
Matter of Awards. 


By Telegraph to The Times. ‘ 

WASHINGTON, June 26. — (By the 
Associated Press.) Atty.-Gen. Olney 
has decided that the appropriations 
made by an act of Congress, approved 
August 5, 1892, in aid of the World's 
Fair, including the appropriation of the 
Government, are as available now“as 
before the decision of the Circuit Court 
of Appeals permanently opening the 
World’s Fair on Sunday, with a single 
exception. No more money ought to 
be paid the Illinois corporation known 
as the World’s Columbian Exposition. 

The grounds of the opinion are: 
Congress meant that the ekposition as 
a whole should be closed on Sunday. 
It did not, howewer, undertake to pass 
a law to that effect, but contented it- 
self with making certain appropriations 
conditional, not upon the fact of Sun- 
day closing, but on the Illinois corpora- 
tion agreeing to the proposition for 
Sunday closing, so that regulations to 
that effect might be made by the Gov- 
ernment representative on the World’s 
Columbian Commission. The Illinois 
corporation did agree to the propo- 
sition; proper rules were made by the 
Columbian Commission, and the condi- 
tions upon which the appropriations 
referred to were made must be re- 
garded as fully satisfied. 

The rights of the United States and 
the liabilities of the Illinois corpora- 
tion, consequent upon the latter's vio- 
lation of its agreement, are matters 
for future consideration and settlement, 
but such violation, except as it should 
prevent the payment of any more 
money to the Illinois corporation, can- 
not be allowed to render apyfropriations 
‘refe to unavailing for the most 
cogent reasons. It would result in 
great waste because, while only one- 
third .of the term of the fair has yet 
elapsed, the Government has already 
erected a building at a cost of $400,000, 
and expended other large sums in gath- 
erip@ and ‘nstalling bits, defraying 
expenses of the commissioners, and in 
the compensation of the necessary 
agents and employees. Further, it 
would almost amount to bad faith as 
regards foreign nations and foreign ex- 
hibitors, because not merely the award 
of medals and diplomas,~ but their 
preparation and distribution has been 
assumed by and belong exclusively to 
the United States, acting through the 
Columbian Commission. Results of this 
sort cannot possibly be within the con- 
templation of Congress, which must, 
therefore, be regarded as having condi- 
tioned its appropriations, not upon Sun- 
day closing in fact, but upon an agree- 
ment for Sunday closing, which it as- 
sumed, however rashly, would not be 
broken.

THREE-FINGERED JACK. 


He Meets With ® Sudden and Tragic 
End, 

June 26.—[By the Associ- 
ated Press.] John McFatridge, alias 
Three-Fingered Jack, a character well 
known around Coast mining camps, was 
shot and killed in self-defense at Dar- 
win Saturday morning by Neal McLean, 
ateamster. McFatridge accused Mc- 
Lean of having stolen $20 from him. 
This was denied by the latter. McFat- 
ridge then marched McLean up to the 
Defiance mine at the muzzle of a_ shot- 
gun to get proof. 

At the mine he had boasted of his in- 
tention to kill McLean for the last 
three or four days, remarking to Capt. 
E. A. Reddy, the superintendent, that 
he would kill him and get clear for 
$250. Capt. Reddy disarmed and tried 
to pacify him, but it was of no avail, 
and he left the mine muttering his 
deadly threats. McLean remained un- 
til he could get back in safety. 

Saturday morning McLean, knowing 
that his life Was in danger, secured an 
old, rusty shotgun and shot several 
fingers off of McFatridge’s hand. The 
latter then sccured a pitchfork and 
chased McLean until McLean entered a 
saloon, and, securing McFatridge’s gun, 
killed the latter with his own weapon.

BURNED THE ENGINES. 


Southern Pacific Koundhouse Destroyed 
by Fire. 

Repianps (Cal.,) June 26.—|By the 
Associated Press.}| The roundhouse 
containing the twoengines of the motor 
road, owned by the Southern Pacific, 
was burned Saturday night. The en- 
gines are almoststotal wrecks, and no 
trains are now fifhning. It is reported 
thata narrow-guage engine will be 
sent here from Los Angeles, and that 
trains will resume Thursday. Th€ loss 
was about $7000. At first the origin 
of the fire was supposed to be spon- 
taneous combustion, but since it has 
been learned that Montgomery’s jew- 
elry store was entered and robbed at 
the same time, and many are inclined 
to connect the two. Evidently old 
hands did the job in Montgomery’s, as 
only solid silver was taken. His loss 
was abour $600, 


THE GLENN SHOOTING. 


The Second Victim of Saturday's Tragedy 
Now Dead. 

San (Cal.,) June 26.— 
[By the Associated Press.] The shoot- 
ing affray which took place at the Glenn 
ranch, about thirty miles north of San 
Bernardino, has resulted in the death 
oftwomen. The parties to it were Si 
and John Glenn and two men named 
Applewhite, fatherandson. The father 
married the Glenn boys’ sister. There 
has been bad blood between them for 
some time, and Saturday the Glenns 
started in to do the Applewhites up, 
but failed. One of the Glenns was shot 
through the head and died instantly. 
Lhe other died at 6 o'clock this morn- 
ing.

LONDON, June 26.—(By Cable and 
Associated Press.) In ‘the House of 
Lords Earl Kimberly, Secretary of 
State for India, stated that the Indian 
Council had passed an act for the im- 
mediate closing of the Indian mints to 
the free coinage of silver. .He added 
that an arrangement was being made to 
issue rupees from the mints in exchange 
for gold, at the rate of 16 pence per 
rupee, and for receiving sovereigns and 
half-sovereigns at the treasuries in pay- 
ment of dues at the same raic. He 
further said it was intended to intro- 
duce the gold standard in India, but 
that gold, in the meantime, will not be 
made the sole legal tender. 

In the House of Commons Gladstone 
gave information similar to that given 
in the House of Lords by Kimberly. 
He added that gold would not be made 
a legal tender at present. 


IN THIS COUNTRY. 


A Conference Between the Presiden 
Secretary Car tate 

WASHINGTON, Juifte 26.—(By the"As- 
sociated Press.) The President, Secre- 
tary Carlisle and’ the financial offictrs 
of the Government generally received 
the first authentic news of the start- 
ling action of the government of India 
in suspending silver coinage through 
the press dispatches. When the report 
was announced in the Commons and 
Lords the gravity of the situation at 
once became apparent. 

Carlisie immediately went to the 
White House and, for nearly two 
hours, discussed the bearings of the 
action with the President. The con- 
ference was renewed at the President's 
suburban retreat later in the evening, 
and was protracted far into the night. 
The circumstances were regarded as 
too serious to permit of any authentic 
expression of opinion as to the future 
policy of the United States, until all of 
the facts are fully digested. This 
much, however,’ can be .stated with 
absolute confidence, that the action of 
the Indian government is regarded by 
the United States as doing away with 
the necessity for the reconvening of 
the International Monetary Conference, 
which was to meet again in Brussels 
this fall. 

It is not believed that the action was 
taken without express orders from the 
British government, which had general 
supervision and control over Indian 
affairs. The action of the Indian gov- 
ernment today was not altogether a 
surprise to the treasury officials, though 
what its efforts may be on future ac- 
tion of the United States cannot be 
easily gauged.

Operators Express Diverse 
“Opinions. 

NEW YORK, June 26.—(By the As- 
sociated Press.) The cessation of the 
free coinage of silver by the govern- 
ment of India was a fruitful source of 
conversation among financiers today. 
Business was resumed by them this 
morning with a general feeling of de- 
pression growing out of a combination 
of unfavorable circumstances. Fresh 
failures from various parts of the coun- 
try and stringent money was a good 
foundation for the announcement of 
the stoppage of the Indian silver mints. 

A prominent banker, who is also one 
of the heaviest silver bullion dealers 
on Wall street, said to a reporter, 
when the announcement came, that it

was a crushing blow to silver. ‘The 
effect,’"” he said, ‘‘will be paralyzing 
upon the whole silver market, and I 


think the settlement of the silver ques- 
tion in this country is now at hand. 
The mints have been opened to free 
coinage, and such immense quantities 
of silver have been presented by pri- 
vate parties, and the circulation of sil- 
ver has become so great, that the price 
of the Indian rupee has been declining 
steadily for months. This 
about a suspenion of free coinage.”’ 

Still another large bullion shipper had 
this to say: “I do not see how the ac- 
tion of the Indian government in clos- 
ing the mints will much diminish the 
demand for silver in India. India is a 
creditor country, and I do not see how 
her balance of trade is to be settled, 
save in the old way, by imports of sil- 
ver. If the mints are closed to private 
persons, then the government will have 
to import silver for coinage purposes 
in the place of private parties. The 
government will be compelled. to do as 
Indian banks do—that is, buy silver in 
the marRet in London. Depreciation of 
of the rupee is stopped, but beyond 
sentiment wé do not see how the silver 
market will bé greatly affected.”’ 

At the sub-treasury today’ the pay- 
ment of interest on the United States 
4 per cent. bonds, due July 1, 
The total payment will amount to $6,- 
000,000, and the prepayment of this sum 
will, it is said, have a very beneficial 
effect.

The Victoria Sunk by the 
Camperdown. 


Details of the Vollision Which Cost 
Many English Lives, 


Under a Brief Delay a Dangerous 
‘Maneuver Proved Fatal, 


Prompt Action of Other Commaeders 
Averted a Geueral Catastrophe—A 
Graphic Account of the Ter- 
rible Disaster. 


By Telegraph to The Times. 

New York, June 26.—[By the Associ 
ated Press.| An extra edition of the 
Evening World contains a special cable 
gram from Tripoli, Syria, giving full 
details of the sinking of the flagship 
Victoria. 

About 3 o'clock last Thursday after- 
noon the English fleet was sighted make 
ing for the harbor of Tripoli. Five big 
ironclads—the Victoria, Camperdown, 
Edinburgh, Nile and Sanspariel—were 
drawn up in full front, the Victoria is 
the center, the Camperdown on the lefé 
and the Edinburgh onthe right. Whes 
withia five miles of shore Vice-Admiral 
Sir George Trydn signalled to turn and 
form in double line. 

When the order was given the dis- 
tance between thetwoships was less 
than two cables’ lengths, and the exe. 
cution of the order was extremely diffi- 
cult for the Victoria and Camperdown, 
Admiral Markham, of the Camperdown, 
signalled that he did not understand it. 
The other vessels had not hesitated 
beganto turn. The brief delay, how- 
ever, had been fatal. The Victoria 
nearly turned, and the Camperdown, 
swinging around, bore down upon her. 

Both admirals were quick to act, and 
swung their vessels so as to receive, at 
the smallest angle, the blow which both 
officers saw was inevitable, and the 
Camperdown began reversing 
screws. The ramof the Camperdows, 
struck the Victoria just in front ofthe 
armored bulkhead, and plunged inte 
the thin plates of herstarboard side. 
The other vessels, moving to get inte 
double line, were bearing down upog 
the entangled ships, anda catastrophe, 
involving all of the iron-clads, was im- 
minent. Only the coolness and prompt 
action of the other commanders, pre- 
vented a general disaster. It seems 
Admiral Tryon did not realize the ex- 
tent of the damageto the Victoria, for 
when the other ships signalled an offer 
of boats he replied that he did not need 
them. 

The Victoria began to forge straight 
for the shore under full steam. The 
discipline was perfect. The Admiral 
and officers remained steadfast upon the 
bridge, and, within five or ten minutes 
after the blow, a diving suit was 
brought on deck and the diver was get- 
ting intoit to obey the orderto go be- 
low and find out the extent of the dam- 
age. About ten minutes after the blow 
the Victoria, having got something like 
two miles nearer shore, all at once 
leaned way over to starboard, and, with 


a great roll and plunge, buried her bow ~ 


beneath the calm surface of the sea. 
It was almost instantaneous. There 
was only achance for a few wild cries, 
and the Victoria was almost half sub 
merged, bow foremost, with her swift 
revolving screws highintheair. Those 
on deck werethrown immediately into 
the water. The men forward and be 
low had notimeto rush to the deck, 
and there was but little more time for 
those in the officers’ quarters. The 


huge hull was drawing in water as it” 


went down, and several hundred men, 
hurled suddenly into the water fully 
dressed, hadto battle against the in- 
creasing suction. 

A moment more, and a peril mere 
horrible descended upon them. As the 
vessel sank the screws came nearer and 
nearer to the water, and descended inte 
the midst of the struggling homasz 
beings. The poor creatures battled im 
vain against the suction. They were 
drawn down and thrown against the 
swift blades. Then came a seene 
which made the officers on the deck of 
the other warships of the fleet turg 
away sick with horror. Screams and 
shrieks arose, and in a little, while the 
foam appeared reddened with bloed 
of arms and legs and torn bodies. Al} 
within the reach of the vortex lost their 
presence of mind. Men who knew how 
to swim ceased swimming and fought, 
One man who was saved says he saw ip 
the great vortex at least fifty of his 
fellows fighting -with each other ahd 
inevitable death. [n a moment or se 
the knives disappeared and the vortes 
began to close up, with the shi 
beneath the surface. Just as the whi 
swallowed almost to the surface there 
was a muffied sound of thunder; the 
waters were tossed up, and steam burs¢ 
from them. Again shrieks and screams 
burst from the swimmers. The boilers 
had exploded, and the swimmers were 
beating about in waves. of 
water. 

With the first under plunge of ‘ the 
Victoria, all boats were called away 
from the other ships and came straining 
over the calm sea to save the strugglers, 
The boats soon picked up the fortunate 
ones who got outof the reach of the 
terrible vortex. Admiral Tryon stuck 
on the bridge, and refused to leave it. 
Just before the Victoria made the ondeg 
plunge, he saw what was about to hap 
pen and issued an order for each mante 
save himself, but the order never got 
‘be yond the bridge. 

There were many acts of heroism, 
self-forgetfulness and daring. The 
peril of those in the water was is- 


creased by the fact that the sea is im- ~ 


fested by sharks. It is the duty of game 
rines when a collision occurs to imme 
diately close all water-tight compart 
ments. When the Camperdown struck 
the Victoria the marines went below 
for duty, and asa result, out of the one 
hundred and eight marines on the Vice 
toria ninety-eight were lost.

Srrixeriecy June 26.—[By the 
Associated Press.| Gov. Altgeld today 
pardoned Fielding, Neebe and Schwab, 
Anarchists, who were serving life sen- 
tences in the Joliet penitentiary for 
complicity in the Haymarket riot at 
Chicago on the night of May 4, 188 6 
in which a large number of policemen 
were killed and wounded, and for which 
Parsons, Spies and others were hanged, 
and over whose graves a monument was 
unveiled by the Chicago Anarchists yes- 
terday. The Governor takes the ground 
that these men did not have a fair trial 
and that the court was prejadiced. 

This morning the Secretary of State 
received a note from William F. Doze, 
the Governor's private secretary, 
transmitting the papers pertaining to 
the application fora pardon, and the 


executive order granting the pardon to}. 


the men. The papers were immedi- 
ately made out and giventoE. D. Dry- 
ers. who left on the noon train for 
Jolict. He delivered the papers to 
Warden Allan, and the men were at 
once released. 

Gov. Altgeld's opinion 
lenzthy. After reviewing 
market riot, trial and conviction, he 
gays the people who urged executive | 
clemency based their appeal on the 
ground that, assuming the prisoners 
were guilty, they were punished 
enough. But others assert that the) 
jury which tried the case was packed, 
and, according to law, the jury was not 
competent and the trial therefore was 
notlegal. Further, that the defend- 
ants were not proven guilty of charges 
in the indictment, and that the State's 
attorney bad deciared that there was 
no case against Neebe: that the trial 
judge was.either so prejudiced, or else 
so determined to win the applause of a 
certain class, that he did not grant a 
fair trial. 

After reviewing these reasons, Gov. 
Altgeld says if the detendants hada 
fair trial there should have been no ex- 
ecutive interference in this case. In 
the first proposition, the Governor 
shows that the jury was not selected in 
the usual way, but.men were summoned 
who were known to be prejudiced 
against the defendants. On the ques- 
tion of the competency of the jurors to 
actassuch the Governor quotes fron 
the records of the Supreme Court of 
lliinois in what is known asthe Cronin 
case, in which the jurors, answering 
questions which were almost the same 
asin this case, were held to be incom- 
petent. On the indictment question, 
the Governor says it is not known who 
thréw the bomb. He further showsthat 
the actual throwing was probably an 
* act of vengeance by some one who had 
been maltreated by Police Captain Bon- 
field. 

The Governor also quotesa state- 
ment made by the then Chief of Police, 
Ebersold, from which it appears it was 
the policy of a number of the police offi- 
cials to stir up sentiment by largely ex- 
aggerating the number and the activity 
ofthe Anarchists. Ebersold is quoted 
assaying: ‘I begin to think there was 
perhaps not so much tothe Anarchy 
business as they claimed.’’ The Gov- 
ernor held from this that most of the 
so-called conspiracies were really mere 
creations of police officers in the 
search of glory and reward by subse- 
quently ‘‘discovering’’ them. to 
Neebe's innocence, the Governor quotes 
a letter written by Mavor Harrison. in 
which it is shown there Wis never any 
evidence against him. Harrison’s let- 
ter was indorsed by Fred S. Winston. 
then corporation counsel of Chicago. 

In conclusion, the Governor refers to 
the conduct of presiding Judge Gary, 
showing that on every point his ruling 
Wasin favor of the State, and, througb- 
Outthe trial, Judge Gary manifested 
a feeling and venom against the defend- 
ants which left a pronounced mark 
upon the jury.

CAUSED LITTLE SURPRISE. 


Gov. Altgeld'’s Decision Discounted by the 
Press. 

Cuicaco, June 26.—[By the Associ- 
ated Press.| Gov. Altgeld’s action in 
pardoning the Anarchists created no 
great surprise bere. While it was not 
looked for today, it was expected, from 
the Governor's opinion. on the matter, 
that their pardons were merely a mat- 
teroftime. Eversince the men were 
sent to Joliet there has been a strong 
movement on foot for their release. 
Few petitions so large as those sent in 
their behalf were ever presevted in 
this country. 

The Times, commenting on the par- 
dons, says: “These men were wrong. 
but not capitally wrong in the method 
of their agitation for redress of what 
they considered a grievance. Gov. Alt- 
geld has done no more than right in 
giving them freedom for the rest of 
their days.’ 

The Inter Ocean says ‘Gov. Altgeld 
did not stop with the exercise of his 
constitutional prerogative. He went 
out of his way to criticise the judge 
who presided over the trial court, and 
the chief detective who ferreted out 
the testimony in the case. This was 
without excuse.’’

IT COLLAPSED. 


A Kansas Hotel Caves in on One Han- 
dred Occupants.

AT THE ISLANDS. 


Royalists and Annexationists Both 
Anxious. 


This Government's Delay in Fixing 
Its Hawaiian Policy 


Tentis to Strain All Social and Busi- 
ness Relations. 


Minister Biount Desirous of Returning 
Home—Spreckeis and the Annexa- . 
Alouists at Oats—The Crown 
Jewel Thief Caught. 


By Telegraph to The Times. 

HONOLULU, June 19.—(Correspond- 
ence of the Associated Press, per 
Steamer China, via San Francisco, June 
26.) As each successive steamer from 
San Francisco arrives at Honolulu 
bringing ho news that Hawaii's af- 
fairs will be settled by the United 
States, the disappointment that per- 
meates the annexationists and royal- 
ists alike becomes keener. Both parties 
are anxious to have the question of a 
Stable government decided. The long 
strain is beginning to tell on both busi- 
ness and society. Merchants are com- 
plaining of dull times, but are hanging 
on hopefully, while for the first time in 
Honolulu socjal lines are beginning to 
be drawn. In small communities poli- 
tics heretofore have never interfered 
with social life. Anticipated arrests of 
all of the alleged dynamite conspirators 
have not yet been made, and it may be 
that the government has found that 
its evidence is not so complete as it 
was at finst thought. 

Claus Spreckels has won the first 
skirmish in his fight against the Star 
(annexationist organ.) Walter G. 
Smith, editor of that paper, has been 


held for trial to answer to the charge 


of criminal libel. Smith was released 
on $500 bafl, and is again running the 
paper, but is letting Spreckels alone, 
pending the result of the libel suit. 
Spreckels is now avowedly on the war- 
path against the provisional govern- 
ment, and though he has yet made no 
new move, disquieting rumors are being 
circulated as to his intentions of pinch- 
ing business men who are unfortunate 
enough to be under financial obliga- 
tions to him. The advisability of tak- 
ing away from Spreckels the Oceanic 
Steamship Company's mail subsidy of 
$1000 per month, and giving it to the 
Canadian Pacific or Pacific Mail, is 
still being considered by the govern- 
ment. Paul Neumann, the ex-Queen’s 
legal adviser, returned ff the United 
States a few days after the publication 
of the power of attorney given him 
when he went to Washington to fight 
annexation. He treats the matter of 
its publication here very lightly, and 
says there never’ has been any secret 
as to the contents of the document. 
He is still opposed to annexation, and 
thinks that a protectorate, with what- 
ever form of government a majority of 
the people vote for, is best for Hawaii. 

The annexationists are making great 
capital out of what they consider the 
ex-Queen’s weakness and selfishness. 
Thousands of copies of the power of 
attorney printed in the Hawaiian lan- 
guage have been circulated among the 
natives on all the islands, with the re- 
sult, it is claimed, that the natives are 
flocking te the annexation standard in 
greater numbers than ever before. 

Minister Blount returned from his 
visit to Maui on June 11, tired out and 
disgusted, it is said, by the efforts of 
the royalists to make political capital 
out.of his trip. Blount on his arrival 
at Maui was greeted enthusiastically 
by the natives, who held a meeting, at 
which native speakers made ‘speeches. 
Blount responded in his usual non- 
commital style, and after that devoted 
all his time to sight-seeing. Up to the 
time of his trip, Mr. Blount steadfastly 
refused all social attentions. He is 
much disappointed at not receiving 
word by the last steamer that his suc- 
cessor had been appointed. He had 
hoped that his own request (to the State 
Department, together with the public- 
ity given his desires in the matter by 
the newspapers,’ would have some 
weight in securing his recall. “He has 
said that he would not reside in Hono- 
lulu permanently under any circum- 
stances. As he considers that his work 
here is finished, he is more than anxious 
to get away. 

Charles Wilder, the newly-appointed 
Consul-General for the Pacific Coast, 
sailed for San Francisco on the China 
to relieve Consul-General Pratt. 

Elaborate preparations are being 
made for the Fourth of July celebra- 
tion. Minister Blount, according to the 
custom, called a ‘meeting of the Ameri- 
can reagidents to make arrangements 
for the celebration. The meeting was 
attended by about one hundred people. 
A large amount. of money was sub- 
scribed. Although Minister Blount fol- 
lowed the usual: custom in calling the 
meeting, he stopped there, and did not 
grace the gathering with his presence, 
as other American ministers have done. 
It was expected that Mr. Blount would 
preside at the meeting, but instead, he 
sent word that he would be unable to 
attend. Consul - General Severance 
made excuses for the Minister, and 
called the meeting to order. 

The government claims to have 

authentic information that Mr. Blount, 
with the exception of a brief state- 
ment, has not yet made a report tothe 
State Départment in Washington as to 
the result of his investigations here, 
and that the report will not be sent in 
for two weeks. The government has 
decided to do nothing further in the 
matter of treaty instructions to Min- 
ister Thurston, until information is re- 
ceived from Thurston as to the result 
of his interview with President Cleve- 
land about Hawaiian affairs. 
- The man who stole the crown jewels 
has been discovered in the person of 
George Ryan, an ex-soldier of the pro 
visional army, who was dishonorably 
discharged last month for misbehavior. 
Ryan was on guard at the time the 
jewels were stolen. When arrested a 
few days ago, a number of the precious 
stones were found in his possession. 

As a result of the recent dynamite 
scare, the provisional government has 
passed a law fixing the penalty for the 
unlawful use of explosives at a fine of 
from $250 to $5000, and imprisonment 
not to exceed twenty years. The un- 
lawful possession of explosives will be 
punished by a maximum fine of $3000 
and imprisonment for five years. 

As an argument for annexation, the 
Star prints a revised list of taxpayers 
who pay taxes on property valued at 
$10,000 d over. According to the 
Star’s figures, the people in favor of 
annexation pay taxes on property as- 
sessed at $23,500,000; royalists, $2,300,000; 
divided, $5,100,000: doubtful, $1,150,000; 
republican, $270,000. The royalists dis- 
pute the oorrectness of this showing. 

The palace, which was occupied by 
the government two weeks age, has 
been still further protected by the plac- 
ing of sandbag barricades at exposed 
points. Arms and ammunition have 
been served to a secret organization 
called the Citizens’ Reserve, which 
numbers 600 men. 

A special steamer arrived on June 18 
from Japan with over seventeen hun- 
dred Japs, contract laborers, brought 
here to work on sugar plantations. 

Claus Spreckels has been accused of 
offering to purchase arms for the royal- 
ists, and extm guards will be posted at 
outside points to prevent their being 
landed. If the government ascertains 
that its information is correct, Spreck- 
els is likely to receive some harsh 
treatment.

Yet, even should all go against 
the government, Caprivi will undoubt- 
edly be able to get a small majority.

J. Streets of Ventura, American Vet- 
erinary College, New York city; Robert

ON APPEAL. 


The Wong Dip Ken Case in the 
District Court. 


Nice Questions Raised on Appellate 
Jurisdiction. 


Continued Hearing to Be Had on 
Friday Morning. : 


A. B. Hotchkiss, Feq, Appears for the 
Defense and United States District 
Attorney Denis Represents 
the People. 


That the Congressional act of 1892, 
better known as the Geary Exclusion 
Law, has worked an entire change in 
rules of evidence and practice in the 
judicial methods of procedure under 
sections embodied in it, was a question 
of dispute in the United States District 
Court yesterday when the case of the 
People vs. Dip Ken came up on an ap- 
peal from the decision of the Commis- 
sioner finding that the defendant was 
an unlawful resident of United States 
territory, and ordering that he be de- 
ported after two days’ imprisonment 
in the County Jail. ’ 

On June 16 the Chinaman, who is a 
cligarmaker by trade, was brought be- 
fore Commissioner Van Dyke, after 
having been duly arrested on a warrant 
regularly issued, the complaint charg- 
ing that he was guilty of violation of 
existing laws embodied in the Geary 
act and under section 3 of that meas- 
ure, which reads: ‘“‘That any Chinese 
person or persons of Chinese descent 
arrested under the provision of this 
act or the acts hereby extended shall 
be adjudged to be unlawfully within 
the United States, unless such person 
shall establish, by affirmative proof, to 
the satisfaction of such justice, judge, 
or commissioner his lawful right to re- 
main in the United States,’’ judgment 
was entered against him in accordance 
with the prescribed conditions. Then 
a notice of appeal was filed through A. 
B. Hotchkiss and Frank Thomas, Esqs., 
counsel for defendant, and this brought 
the matter before Judge Ross yesterday 
afternoon. 

The case had hardly been called yes- 
terday afternoon before United States 
District Attorney Denis was on his 
feet with a motion to dismiss the pro- 
ceedings of appeal on the grounds that 
it was asked for under section 13 of 
the law of 1888, which, it was admitted, 
provided that an appeal might be taken 
in similar cases, but such provision had 
been practically annulled by the Geary 
law in itself further, while the Con- 
gressional act of September 13, 1888, 
made provision for an appeal, the treat- 
ies also therein provided for had never 
been ratified by both governments, 
and the act, in his opinion, was, there- 
fore, ineffective. Section 13 of that act 
provided that the appeal could be taken 
to the district judge, and some lawyers 
held that even if the rest of the act 
was inoperative this section would re- 
main in effect. But all of the act re- 
ferred to was of a date prior to the 
passage of the Gear law. The latter 
superseded .all laws as to procedure 
and took the place of former acts, and 
prescribed the mode of their enforce- 
ment and fixed the kind and degree of 
punishment. The motion to dismiss 
the appeal was, therefore, offered. 


CORONER'S CASES. 


Two Inquests and an Investigation Held— 
The Verdicts. 

Three cases were investigated by Cor- 
oner Cates yesterday morning. An in- 
quest on the remains of Mrs. Ada Yer- 
rington, who @ied early Sunday morn- 
ing at 218 North Bunker Hill avenue, 
was held at Garrett & Samson’s. The 
verdict of the jury was that death was 
caused by an overdose of morphine. 

The inquest in the case of Bettie 
Frances Goldberg was held at Orr & 
Co.’s. Miss Goldberg has been employed 
as a waitress at several restaurants in 
the city, among them the one in connec- 
tion with the Hotel Jackson, but was 
not an employé of the hotel. 

The unfortunate young woman, who 
lost her life in trying to hide her dis- 
grace, left no letter or statement, and 
nothing was brought out to disclose the 
identity of the man who was really re- 
sponsible for the girl’s death. The 
tansy was not purchased atthe drug 
store at the corner of Main and Third 
streets, as was published in an after- 
noon paper. The druggist who did 
make the sale was a witness, however, 
and testified that he did not enter it on 
his register, as required by law. “he 
verdict of the jury was that the de- 
deased came toher death by an over- 
dose of oil of tansy, but not taken with 
suicidal intent. Asister from Pasa- 
dena took charge of the body. 

It was reported to the Coroner yester- 
day that a Chinaman had died suddenly 
the day before at Baldwin’s ranch. 
Upon investigation it was found that 
the Mongolian had died from heart dis- 
ease, and th¢'Cortoner deemed an in- 
quest unnecessary. 


THE SCHOOL BOARD.

Routine Business Transacted at Last 
* Night’s Meeting. 


Ordinance of Intention Presented for the 
Issuance of Bonds for New Build- 
ings and Additions—A Law 

Point Raised. 


The Boa of Education met last 
evening, with all of the members pre- 
sent. 

Applications for positions as janitors 
and eachers were referred to the 
proper committees. 

Resignations were presented by Miss 
Mary L. French of the Hellman street 
kindergarten, Miss Margarct L. Bene- 
dict and Miss ida M. Harris. 

On motion of Mr. Trask, it was or- 
dered that these resignations be ac- 
cepted, and that appropriate resolutions 
of respect be presented them. 

The City Attorney présented a reso- 
lution of intention for calling a special 
election for the purpose of voting bonds 
to be used in the construction of new 
school buildings and additions. | 

The City Attorney gave as his opin- 
ion that the 
should, by an order entered upon its 
minutes, prescribe the form of the 
bonds, and of the interest coupons at- 
tached and fix the time when the whole 
or any part of the principal shall be 
payable, not exceeding ten years from 
date of bonds.

Judge Ross here inquired whether or 7 special committee heretofore appointed, 


not the gnan had been convicted under 
the law of 1888, to which the District 
Attorney replied that he had not, but 
rather under section 4 of the Geary 
act, and then he added: “It is, per- 
haps, proper that I should inform Your 
Honor that I have been instructed not 
to proceed under section 6, the regis- 
tration clause, by the Attorney-Gen- 
eral.’’ 

Mr Hotchkiss then claimed the atten- 
tion of the Court in offering objections 
to the granting of the motion. He re- 
viewed briefly the preceedings held be- 
fore the Commissioner, which resulted 
in the conviction of the defendant, 
and then enlarged upon the merits of 
the cause from the standpoint of the 
defense, quoting numerous authorities 
in support of his comprehensive argu- 
ment. He believed that when. the 
Geary law was passed that it was not 
the intention that there should be no 
appeal from decisions found thereunder. 
A provision for appeal had been pre- 
viously provided, and it was not neces- 
sary that the act of 1888 should be 
ratified by the two governments to 
make its conditions binding. In the 
Geary law there was no repealing pro-| 
vision, there was nothing in it that was 
in conflict with the view that the ap- 
peal should be the available remedy. 

District Attorney Denis stated then 
that any decision offered as authority 
rendered previous to the passage of 
the act of 1892 relative to particular 
points, could hardly be considered as 
competent. The rule of evidence had 
been radically changed by the Geary 
law, while the offense itself was not de- 
fined. The court never had appellate 
jurisdiction, and it was evidently not 
the intention of the act that it should 
be turned into a justices’ court. As to 
the rule of evidence, it was required 
that the defendant furnish affirmative 
proof that he was lawfully entitled to 
remain in the United States, failing in 
which judgment should be pronouncéd. 
On the question of constitutionality he 
was not prepared to argue, and asked 
that further time be granted to discuss 
this. point 

The judge then ordered that he be 
handed authorities by both counsel for 

nsideration, and that court be ad- 
journed until Friday morning at 10 
o'clock. 

Before an adjournment was taken, 
however, Mr. Hotchkiss raised the ques- 
tion of bail, and requested that the de- 
fendant be admitted to such in a 
reasonable amount. 

Mr. Denis said that he had no desire 
to keep the Chinaman in jail pending 
a decision on the point involved, where- 
upon the Court remarked: “I am not 
prepared to pass upon the question of 
bail at present, but by consent of coun- 
sel the defendant will be released upon 
the filing of an acceptable bond for 

1000.”’ 

, Should the decision in this, the test 
case, be adverse to the defendant, and 
the ruling set up that there shall be no 
appeal from the judgment rendered in 
like cases, the result will undoubtedly 
have the effect of causing the arrest of 
many more Celestials under the same 
charge as Ken was convicted. There 
may still be resort to habeas corpus 
proceedings even then, but the United 


States District Attorney has declared 


that he will not countenance the mak- 
ing of other arrests until the ground is 
fully established upoh which the peo- 
ple may proceed. 


TRIED TO HANG HIMSELF. 


Fred Audrews's Unsuccessfal Attempt at 
Suicide in the County Jail, 

An unsuccessful attempt at suicide 
was made by Fred Andrews at the 
County Jail yesterday morning. He 
had been doing some painting about the 
institution for several days, and was at 
the work as usual yesterday morning, 
when he was told that he had better get 
ready to go to court as his case was to 
come up. He went to his cell, and a 
short time afterward the turnkey went 
to find out’ the cause of his delay in 
coming out. Andrews was found hang- 
ing by arope which he had somehow 
secured to the topof his cell. He was 
cut down and medical attendance given 
him. He had been hanging but a few 
minutes. or the affair would probably 
have resulted fatally. Andrews says 
he did not think of committing the 
deed until within a few minutes of the 
time. The thougbt of going into court 
made him feel depresse 
he will kill himself if he has another 
chance, and is being watched closely.

the percentage of taxes to be levied 
and collected for school purposes, and 
that when collected it shall be paid into 
the school] fund. 

Mr. Trask said that this portion of 
the city charter would appear to be in 
conflict with the recent Supreme Court 
decision in the San Diego case in which 
the Court ruled that the Board of 
Supervisors must levy the taxes for 
school purposes. He believed that the 
advice of the City Attorney should be 
sought in the matter. 

The question was referred to the Fi- 
nance Committee to confer with the 
City Attorney about it. 

Mr. Buehler said that because there 
were several gentlemen seeking the 
position of deputy superintendent of 
schools, it would seem wise to move 
cautiously in the matter of electing 
one. He thérefore moved that it be re- 
solved that the rules be suspended and 
that that official be not elected till the 
meeting of July 10. Adopted. 

The board then adjourned to meet 
Thursday evening. ’

ANOTHER OMISSION. 


Peculiar Piece of Work by the Late 
State Legislature. | 


A Serious Error in tha Amendment Re- 
garding the Appointment of Teachers 
in High &chools—No Relief 


for the Blunder. 


Another omission by the late Legis- 
lature has recently come to light. Sec- 
tion 177% of the Political Code, which 
refers to teachers in high schools, was 
amended in such a bungling manner 
that, as the law now reads, county 
boards cannot grant -certificates to 
those teachers holding them from 
other counties, as heretofore. . 

Teachers holding high-schoo) certifi- 
cates from different counties than 
those in which they desire to teach, 
must now pass examinations in order 
to make any change from one county 
to the other. And, as in many parts of 
the State there will be no examinations 
of teachers until December, the high 
schools must keep their old teachers or 
employ graduates of the State Univers- 
ity or the Stanford University. 

It has not yet transpired what “‘job,”’ 
if any, thére is in this singular omis- 
sion by the late Legislature, but it was a 
matter of notoriety at the time that a 
strong lobby was at work in Sacra- 
mento all last winter to secure life pen- 
sions for teachers. Failing to secure 
this, it is barely possible that the lobby 
devoted its attention in 1 different di- 
rection. At y rate, university gradu- 
ates and teachers now holding high- 
school positions have the best of the 
county boards, and very few changes 
in their personne! can be made, even 
though public policy dictated ‘rotation 
in Office.” 

In reference to this matter, the fol- 
lowing letter was yesterday received by 
a teacher from State Superintendent

“State of California, 
*“‘Department of Public Instruction. 
“SACRAMENTO, June 24, 1893. 
“Dear Sir: Section 1775 of the Politi- 
cal Code, as amended by the Legisla- 
ture of 1893, by over- 
sight, has omitted the recognition of 
high-school certificates. It was not 
the intention to have these words 
omitted; it is purely a matter of over- 
sight...As the law now stands, I do not 
see how it is possible for county boards 
to grant high-school certificates upon 
certificates granted in other counties, 
and I,see no remedy unti! the matter is 
amended by the Legislature. It is un- 
fortunate: that this oversight should 
have occurred.

The Suspended Banks Being 
Straightened Out, 


‘The Examination at ths Southern 
California Concluded. 


Work at the First National to Com- 
mence This Morning. 


Tho University and Broadway Banks De- 
clared Solvent and Authorized to 
Resume Business—Highly 

isfactory Statements. 


National Bank Examiner Wightman 
last night finished his examination of 
the books of the Southern California 
National Bank, and has transmitted his 
report to Comptroller Eckles. Mr. 
Wightman says it will be next Saturday 
or Sunday before the papers can reach 
Washington by mail. This will neces- 
sarily delay the reopening of the bank 
a few days longer than was at first 
anticipated. The officefs and clerks of 
the Southern California National 
worked on the books far into the night, 
and it isthe intention to open at the 
earliest possible moment after the 
authorization from Washington is re- 
ceived. 

Mr. Wightman starts in on the books 
of che First National Bank today. He 
does not anticipate this will consume 
more than a few days’ time, as part of 
the work has already been mapped out. 
While tbe examiner is at the First 
National, his assistant, who has here- 
tofore been in charge of that institu- 
tion, will be transferred to the South- 
ern California National, thus allowing 
the officers and clerks of the latter 
bank to straighten matters up while 
waiting to hear from Washington. 

Atty.-Gen. Hart arrived in the city 
vesterday, but only remained a few 
hours. At the Westminister, where he 
generally stays when in Los Angeles, it 
was reported that he had left for Riv- 


erside to look after the Riverside Bank- |. 


ing Company. Fromthence it is the 
Attorney-General’s intention to go to 
San Diego, after which he will return 
to this city. During his short stay here 
yesterday he authorized the reopening 
of the Broadway and University abnks 
on the recommendation of State Bank 
Commissioners Gerberding and Duns- 
moor. 

In reference tothe Broadway Bank, 
Messrs, Gerberding and Dunsmoor rep-_ 


resented tothe Attorney-Genéral that [ 


they found upon examination $22,409 
due depositors, and thatthe total assets 
ofthe bank are $60,000, They state 
that the bank has arranged with its de- 
positors to defer paymésts’ upon all but 
$3000. The Attor General there- 
upon addressed a letter to the bank, 
agreeing in the conclusions of the com- 
missioners and directing that the ‘bank 
be opened immediately for business. 

With regard tothe Utiversity Bank, 
the following correspondence, under 
date of yesterday, explains itself: 

To Fon. W. H. H. Hart, Attorney-General— 
DEAR SIR: In compliance with the law we 
beg leave to report that we have examined 
the affairs of the University Bank of Los 
Angeles and submit the following:

Reports from various points in South- 
ern California, where banks have tem- 
porarily suspended, all indicate return- 
ing confidence. In the smaller ‘towns, 
it willtake somewhat longer for the 
closed institutions to place themselves 
in a position to reopen, on account of 
the greater difficulty in raising money 
from their borrowers. But depositors 
in these banks are, as a general fule, 
showing a very lenient spirit, and most, 
if not all, will be open again before the 
week is out. 
OA gentleman who returned from San 
Diego last night reported that as soon 
as it became known that the Bank of 
Commerce and the Savings Bank of San 
Diego had reopened the people of the 
City of Baynclimate indulged in a gen- 
eral celebration. The city presented a 
gala appearance, andto a stranger it 
looked more like some festive occasion 
than the mere announcement that two 
suspended banks had reopened their 
doors. 


THE ATTORNEY-GENERAL TALKS. 


He Admits That Be Owes the Pacific 
Back $18,000. 
The San Francisco Chronicle of Mon- 


| day, follo wing up Atty.-Gen. Hart's re- 
| lations with the suspended Pacific Ban 


says: 

The most scrious thing yet brought to 
the surface is Atty.-Gen. Hart's peculiar 
relations tothe bank. In January last the 
Bank Commissioners refused to pass the 
Pacific Bank, and, under the law, notified 
Mr. Hart of the fact officially. ° 

He did not take any action looking to the 
protection of the stockholders and the de. 
positors , but permitted the funds to be fur- 
ther wasted by ‘‘sending moregood money 
after bad."’. 

In the meantime, however, he became a 
debtor to the bank in the snm of $18,000, 
which may be allright, but has a mighty 
suspicious look, inthe light of- his past con. 
cuct. 

The Chronicle mentioned the fact that 
Mr. Hartwasa heavy borrower .from the 
bank vesterday. He admitg the accusation 
and enters a defense which is of the ‘Dr. 
Jekyll and Mr. Hyde’ order, 

In an interview last night he admitted 
that the bank held his notes for about $18,- 
000. He also said that the Bank Commis- 
sioners had notified him as long ago as 
last December that the affairs of the bank 
needed his immediate attention. 

In making these admissions he claims 
that W. H. H. Mart, the prtvate individual, 
has nothing to do with the actions of the 
Attorney-General, W.H.H. Hart. It isin 
these Pooh-Bah distinctions that he finds 
what he conéiders a justification of his pe- 
culiar methods. 

“Lowe to the: Pacific Bank about $18.,. 
000," said Mr. Hart. ‘Den thousand dol. 
lars of this I borrowed before I became At- 
torney-General. Since that time my ac- 
count increased to thé figures given. They 
hold gilt-edged securities to double that 
amount, consisting prigeipally of mort- 
gages on real estate.”’ . 

After making this statement the¢ Attor- 
ney-General desired to explain matters. 
Insisting that his words.be put down in the 
interviewer's note book, he speke as fol- 
lows: ‘The first fmtimation received’ of

any need of my interference with the Pa. 
cific Bank was when the Bank Commission- 
ers notified me thatthe McDonalds were 
indulging in wild speculations, and that I 
oughtto investigate the affairs of their 
bank. 

“Il immediately did as requested, and 
found that the Pacific Bank owed $638,000 


|} to the Home Savings Bank, $2,400,000 to 


depositors and $500,000 to New York 
banks. Appalled by such a state of affairs, 
I consulted several financial authorities in 
this city on the subject, and they advised 
me togoeasy. I was told by them thata 
closing of the Pacific Bank at that time 
would precipitate arun on all the banks, 
and that an unexpected crash of that nature 
would cause a general financial panic. 

Acting on this advice I quietly told the 
leading menof the bank tatthey must 
remedy the: defects existing. “They were 
informed by me that the debt to the Peo- 
ple'’s Home Savings Bank must be paid 
or reduced, and that the John Brown col- 
ony, the Phenix water bonds and other 
similar speculative enterprises must be no 
longer allowed to interfere with the bank's 
finances. The law requires that I give a 
bank reasonable time to straighten matters 
out before I close its doors, ninety days 
being the usual allowance. This brought 
the time up to nearly April before [ was re- 
quired to look into the matter again. 
Early during that month I was called East 
to argue the railroad taxation case and the 
McNulty and Vincent cases. 

“I was absent from the State thirty-eight 
days, during which time I met Dr. McDon- 
ald and Frank D. McDonald in New York. 
There I called their attention to the fact 
that the Padific Bank's indebtedness must 
be lowered. As a result the People's 
Home Savings Bank received ample securi- 
ties to cover the $638,000 debt, makiag 
that bank as solid as any similar institu: 
tion in the State. Some $700,000 were 
paid to depositors besides. 

“Had I closed the bank in December, or 
even in April, the financial~crisis which 
commenced in New York on April 27 


and a great many of California's financial’ 
institutions would have been wrecked, As 
it stands now, the Pacific Bank was some 
$1,300,000 better off on June 22, when it 
finally closed its doors, than it would 
have been had I insisted on a. suspen- 
sion of business earlier in the year. My 
private account with the bank did at no 
time influence my actions as a State officer.’ 
I am well enough off to be able to owe 
$100,000 and to secure my creditors amply 
if necessary.’’

THE COURTS. 


Judge Smith Defines Certain 
Municipal Powers. 


| When a City May and May Not 
Restrict by Ordinance. 


Railroading 2 Legitimate Business 
aud Not a Nuisance. 


The Three Mea Indicted by the Federal 
Grand Jeary Appear in the District 
Cvurt for Arraignmenat— 


Coart Notes. 


Judge Smith yesterday filed an opin- 
ion in the habeas corpus proceedings of 
Edward Dibble, wherein he orders that 
the defendant be discharged from cus- 
tody. The case is quite an important 
one in its various bearings, and the 
questions of law raised were the sub- 
ject of much carefal consideration on 
the part of the Court before the deci- 
sion was arrived at. Dibble was com- 
mitted udder an ordinance of the city 
of Pasadena, which declared that it 
should be unlawful for any person to 
use any portion of Colorado street in 
said city for the purpose of switching 
railroad cars, locomotives or other roll- 
ing stock, or to switch any cars or roll- 
ing stock over or across said street. 
The ordinance provided also that every 
person violating «the provisions men- 
tioned should te deemed guilty of a 
misdemeanor, and be punished by the 
imposition of a fine not exceeding 
$800 or by imprisonment in the City 
Jail not exceeding three months, or by 
both such fine and imprisonment. 

In the opinion the Court related that 
the railroad switch in question was 


in continuous use ever since. It 
crossed Colorado street in the said city; 
that the city of Pasadena was incorpor- 
ated June 14, 1886, and that Colorado 
street was an opon and public highway 
before the switch was built. 

There was some controversy as to 
whether the railroad company obtained 
permission from the Board of Super- 
visors to construct said switch, but that 
Was not deemed material in determin- 
ing the case, forthe city of Pasadena 
could not by ordinance determine con- 
flicting legal rights. A city had no 
such power, and could only interfere 
with the switch on-the grounds of police 
regulations; that it was a nuisance det- 
rimental to life, health, convenience, or 
safety of the citizens. Whether the 
switch was there rightfully or wrong- 
fully could not be determined by ordi- 
hance, but was for the courts tq de- 
cide.. The switch was there be- 
fore the city was incorporated, and 
the sole question was as to whether 
the ordinance in question was a reason- 
able exercise of the police powers of 
the city of Pasadena, and did or did 
not interfere with the constitutional 
rights of property. Cities, by virtue 
of police power, had the right to regu- 
late the speed of trains, provide the 
length cf time the trains should be al- 
lowed to remain on crossings and for 
the stationing of flagmen; in short, to 
make all necessary regulations in re- 
gard to how the company shall operate 
their lines within the corporate limits; 
but a city council could not prohibit a 
railroad from operating its lines therein. 
To permit a municipality by ordinance 
to prohibit a railroad company from 
using an established line of its road 
within such city was absolute confisca- 
tion of such property. If such right 
existed, then the city could say toa 
merchant that he could not use his 
store for purposes of trade. All prop- 
erty would then be at the mercy of the 
city council. The business of railroad- 
ing was just as legitimate as any other, 
and there was nothing in its nature that 
would necessarily make it a nuis- 
ance. If at anv place in or out 
of a city .it. became dangerous 
to life and the safety of ind‘viduals, as 
was often the case, safeguards might 
be provided by municipal or county an- 
thorities, but no authority save the 
courts could declare it a nuisance. If 
the subject of the ordinance was a 
nuisance, one recognized by the law as 
such, acity might, by ordinance, de- 
¢lare it such and abate it; but if, on 
the contrary, the subject was not nec- 
essarily a nuisance, but became such by 
the manner in which it was used, then 
the courts, upon proof and legal inves- 
tigation, could alone declare it a nuis- 
ance. Acity could not. The Supreme 
Court has said: ‘It is not true when 
such power (police power) is exerted 
for the purpose of regulating 4 useful 
business or occupation. The Legisla- 
ture is the exclusive judge as to what 
is a reasonable and just restraint upon 
the constitutional right of the citizen 
to pyrsue any trade, business or pro- 
fessfon which in itself is recognized as 
imnocent and useful tothe community. 
It is always a judicial question whether 
any particular regulation of such right 
is a valid exercise of legislative power.’’ 
’ The ordinance in question prohibited 
the railroad company absolutely from 
using its switch. It did not regu- 
late, it prohibited. It deprived the 
company of its property. The switch 
might be of little importance, and 
again it might be absolutely necessary 
to the carrying on of the business of 
the company. 

» In any event, the ordinance was un- 
reasonable, and unlawfully interfered 
with the natural and constitutional 
rights of private property by the city, 
and was therefore void. Hence the 
defendant Dibble should be discharged.

A Family Feud®That Resulted in the 
Death of Two Men—A Mexican 
Saved by the Thickness 
of His Skall. 


SAN BERNARDINDO. 

The second victim of the Glenn ranch 
tragedy died at an early bour Monday 
morning, the first having been killed in- 
startly at the time of the tragedy Satur- 
day. The story of the tragedy seems to be 
as follows: The Glenn brothers, John and 
Silas, bave, for a long time beén quarreling 
with James Applewhite, who married their 
sister, and Oliver Applewhite, son of James, 
the trouble being over the possession of 
the ranch. They all lived in a couple of 
houses upontheranch. Atabout 10 o'clock 
Saturday morning John and Silas Glenn 
went after James and Oliver Applewhite, 
evidently with the intention of killing 
them. But the Applewhites were armed 
and prepared for them, andwhen the Glenn 
boys pulied their guns the Applewaites got 
out their's and fired before the Glenns 
could do so. The Glenn boys both fell— 
Jobn dead, shot by Oliver, who had a pistol, 
and Silas mortally wounded, shot by James, 
with ashotgun. When the Glenn boys fell 
both their pistols were cocked. But two 
shots were fired, each bringing a man. 

The preliminary triai of the Applewhites, 
now under arrest, will be on Thursday.
